About 20,000 persons have visited the 
-eelic of the disaster during the day. 
Thousands crowded into the morgue 
and seized erery point inside and out 
side the building where u glimpse could 
be had uf the bodies of I he victims. 
Many women who obtained entrance 
bad to be removed in a fainting condi- 
tion, tho mangled bodies being a sight 
I., try the nerves of t he strongest men. 

It has been decided lo use .small 
charges of powder to break up the huge 
boulders covering the roadway. It is 
certain there can be nothing living be- 
neath it. 

While the workers were busy clear- 
ing away the debris crumbling away, 
faint groans were heard at intervals 
from under the huge pile. The efforts 
of the volunteers were concentrated to 
I hat point, and after t hree hours hard 
work the bleeding body of Joe Kemp 
was extricated from the mass of rock. 

The poor man is in a pitiable con- 
dition. Both legs are broken at the 
knees, the left arm fractured above the 
elbow, and several ribs fractured. He 
cannot live many hours. 

Later his wife's body was taken out 
of the wreck. Her head was almost 
severed from her body. 

Further itway another hideous spec- 
tacle was offered to the sight — the 
corpse of a young woman, Mrs. Lawsou, 
v lio had been admired in life for her 
beauty. Her body bad been crushed 
almost Hat, the abdomen crushed and 
the entrails scattered about. .shortly 
after viewing the remains hor husband 
became a raving maniac. It is doubtful 
if he will recover his reason. 

A man named Michael Bradley, who 
h id gone almost crazy when told that 
ail his family hud perished in the land- 
rlide, discovered, while working over 
the wreck of his house, that his five- 
year-old daughter was still alive. His 
joy was indescribable. It is thought 
the child will live. Up lo this time the 
number of corpses found is twenty-five 
ami the number of wounded eighteen. 
DIOUINU OCT THK DEAD. 

QlTEDEO, Sept. 20.—- This morning the 
work of excavation still goes on at the 
terrible landslide. Among those still 
supposed to be in tho ruins are Charles 
Alien and wife, Mrs. Stevens, Mrs. 
Henry, Richard Maybury und wife, 
Mrs. 1!. Lawson, ft. Kemp and family, 
Miss Lahy and a number of children. 

The loss is very great. Some work- 
men, who are deprived of homes, lose 
all their furniture mil other effects ami 
all the summer earnings, Many are 
left penniless at thu commencement of a 
Canadian winter. 

The injured have been nearly all re- 
moved to the Hotel Dieu. The men of 
t he buttery, aided by a detachment of 
the cavalry school, effected quite a num- 
ber of tiie rescues, 

Miss May Caldwell, a niece of Wil- 
li:, in Black, v.- as extricated from Black's 
house. Her limbs were so still' from in- 
action that the least touch pained her. 
The next person taken out was Thomas 
Berrigan, whose wife was taken out of 
the ruins dead. He was so disfigured 
that friends could hardly recognize him. 
He was removed to the Hotel Dieu Hos- 
pital. The next to follow was an 8-year- 
old boy, also named Berrigan. Then 
came Mrs. Black, her neck and f.,ce 
dreadfully swollen. The members of 
the Black family were buried alive 
twelve feet below the surfaco of the de- 
bris. On being asked if they were safe, 
Mrs. Black answered : "My husband 
was killed at the dour. 'J'lie rest ure 
safe, but suffering from wounds and 
bruises on our limbs." 

BLOCKADED BY 9IOHTSEERS, 
The scene of tho terrible disaster is 
being visited by thousands, who block 
up the narrow street und make it diffi- 
cult for anyone to move. There being 
but one narrow street between the rock 
und the river, there is complete stop 
page of traffic except by climbing over 

the debris. A huge force is engaged in 
searching the ruins. 

CRUSHED AM, DISFIGURED CORPSES, 
The shipping otliee in the Dominion 
government building is being turned in- 
to n temporary morgue. fiver twenty 
bodies arc lying in it. 1 1 is dillicul I to 
identify some, so much have they been 
disfigured anil crushed. Several persons 
reported missing have turned up. Ii is 
thought there will be tenor more vic- 
tims to be added to the list. A complete 
list of the injured cannot yet be made, 
as they were removed to different hos- 
pitals and friends' houses. 

The city council is holding a special 
meeting to consider the best course of 
action to be taken to complete the work 
of recovering the remaining bodies. 

ANOTHER CRASH IMMINENT. 

The mass of earth und rocks moved, 
roughly speaking, about BOO feet front- 
ago by SO feet deep. Some of the 
musses of fallen rook weigh nearly 20 
tons. It is thought a large part of the 
rock adjoining the slide will comedown, 
as large crevices have appeared, und the 
rain still falling may repeat the opera- 
tions which caused last night's disaster.

MURK SCENES Or HORROR. 
Great activity prevailed to-day at the 
scene nf desolation. .Mayor Laugher 
aiid most of the city councillors were on 
i.ae ground all day, encouraging the la- 
borers ut work and attending to othet 
• lettiils. A great deal more work was 
done to-day than yesterday. The men 
of "li" Battery and the cavalry scho, 
w ere early on the scene of the dis- 
aster, and resumed work with 
a will. The number of men 
working on the debris is upward of 200. 
At three o'clock this afternoon, a squad 
of "B" battery men discovered the body 
of a woman under a solid muss of slone 
and rafters, the head only clear. The 
men, in trying to recover ihc body, at- 
l, inpted to remove a very large stone 
weighing 500 pounds, but it deviated 
f:oni the course they intended lo give 
il and came down on the V onion's head, 
crushing it to a jelly. The woman's 
n .line was Mrs, Kemp, wile of Joseph 
Kemp, who is still under the 
debris, and is supposed to be- alive. 
Liter on, the laborers thinking Mrs. 
Kemp sufficiently disengaged, pulled 
hor out ; but in doing so pulled one of 
her feet from hor body. The corpse of 
Margaret Welch was found under u pile 
ot masonry, her head sever si from her 
body, and the bruins oozed from her 
head. These were the only bodies re- 
covered. The quantities of rocks, lum- 
ber and masonry are so great thai three 
or four hours of hard work does 
int show any difference in the 
di bris. Three sailors are supposed 
to be buried at the place where a huge 
pile of fullen rock is, about thirty feel 
high. The guard-room of the river 
police station is transferred into a mor- 
tuary chapel, (ind twenty corpses are 
laid in a row in front of an altar, on 
which a number of tapers and lamps are 
burning. Twenty hearses have been 
secured for the funerals, which will take 
p! ice to-morrow. Solemn service will 
he held at St. Patrick's Church. Mem- 
bers of the provincial parliament, city 
councillors and other prominent citizens 
wi 11 -attend the funeral services.

Our evening contemporary, which 
seems to have a contract to defend tin 
vargarics of the Hoard of Aldermen how 
ever absurd and expensive they may be 
gives the place of honor in its issue o 
the 19th to a very peculiar article up 
proving ami praising the "improve 
nients" that tfre being made in Beacon 
Hill Hark. It gives no reason for the 
"improvements" ami alterations, except 
that they have been designed by a Mr. 
Blail" and supported by a Mr. Heywood. 
What Mr. Blair devises and Mr. Hey 
wood commends the citizens of Victoria 
are hound to accept, or be content to he 
set down as "amateurs," "mossbneks" 
and "cranks." There is a large number 
of citizens who are not willing to accept 
the authority of these two persons in 
matters of taste, and who are very far 
indeed from believing that on subjects 
relating to landscape gardening they 
are infallible. 

The writer, who has evidently sal a; 
the feet of Blair and Heywood, patron- 
izes Nature, but shows in every line of 
his essay his preference for Art — and 
such Art. "The park," he says, "was 
literally as nature left it. deformed by 
barren rouk uncouth, presenting a mon- 
otonous similarity," and it is Blair's mis- 
sion to improve upon nature. There 
are people, and people who are regarded 
as having correct ideas as to what 
constitutes good taste, who would 
require to read no more than this 
sentence of the production of Blair's 
admirer to condemn liim as a Vandal of 
the rudest ami most unimprovable class. 
To speak of the barren rock as being 
"uncouth" is in an lusthetic sense more 
blasphemy. Nature is at times rugged 
and wild, but never uncouth. It is the 
monstrosities that arc devised as im- 
provements on nature that are uncouth. 
The 250 acres, as Nature left it was as 
superior to the thing which Blair is 
manufacturing as the steed of the desert 
is to little Bobby's rocking horse, or u> 
one of the magnificent oaks of the forest 
is to the tree; painted on the tavern sign- 
board by the village artist. 

The immense masses of barren rock 
which form the Olympian range are, we 
suppose, in the opinion of this disciple 
of Blair, "uncouth." They are rough 
and irregular in outline. Would ho im- 
prove on them ami their garniture of 
cloud? Would he, if he had the power 
of the Titan, hew them into pretty 
shapes— lions and sphinxes, and pyra- 
mids, spires and minarets ? Nature, ac- 
cording to him, made a stupendous 
blunder ill throwing those mountains 
against the sky in huge irregularly shaped 
masses without a particle of prcttiueSS 
about them as regards either form or 
color. Then the clouds which form the 
garments of the mountains and their 
crown, is nut their shapelessness enough 
to set our landscape gardener mad. 
Why did nut Nature make them 
regular ami pretty alter the Dutch ideal 
of prettiness ? The frequenters of the 
Park may thank Heaven that the Olym- 
pian Mountains are out of the reach of 
the "improving " hand of Blair. 

Then there is the rebellious ocean, 
which laughs at tin- efforts of man to 
regulate and improve upon it. Its uni- 
formity, or rather, to Use the classical 

language of the champion of Blair, iis 
"monotonous similarity," must be to 
our landscape gardener most provoking. 
How he must long lo give it "some of 
the diversity which characterizes na- 
ture." Uut a Master has .spoken on 
this subject of improving upon this part 
of Nature's handiwork. Buskin says: 

"If lie (the improver on Nature) had 
accomplished that, one might have 
found for him more respectable employ- 
moot-— to set the stars in better order, 
perhaps (they seem grievously scattered 
as they are, ami to be of all maimer of 
shapes and sizes, except tlio ideal shape 
and the proper size); or to give us a 
UOKRKOTBI) VIEW OF Tin: OCKAN; that 
at least seems a very irregular and im- 
provable thing; the very fishermen do 
not know this day how far it will reach, 
driven lip before the west wind. Per 
haps some one else does, but that is not 
our business. Let us go down and 
stand on the beach by the sea — 
the great irregular sea, and count 
whether the thunder of it is not out of 

time —ono — t wo : here comes a well- 
formed wave at last, tumbling 
a little at the lop, but, on the 
whole, orderly. So! Crush among 
the shingle and up as far us this 
gray pebble ! Now, stand by and 
watch ! Another: — Ah, careless wave! 
why couldn't you have kept your crest 
on V It is all gone awuy into spray, 
striking tip against, the cliff there — 1 
thought as much—missed the murk by 

a couple of feel ! Anotlu r! Iliwnn, 

Impatient one: (Jouldn'i you have 
waited lid your friend's fcllex whb dm u 
with, instead id' rolling youi'Solf Up with 
It in that unseemly maimer? You go 



for nothing. A fourth aud a goodly ono 
ntlast! What think wo of yondor 
slow risu and crystalline hollow without 
a Haw? Steady, good wave! Not 
so fast! Not so fust I Where 
aro you coming to? This is too 
hud; two yards over the mark, and over 
so much of you in our face besides; and 
a wave we had so much hope of, behind 
these, broken all to pieces nut at sea, 
and laying a great white table cloth of 
founi nil tlio way to the shore, as if the 
marine gods wore to dine off it. Alas, 
for these unhappy arrow shots of na- 
ture ! She will never hit her mark with 
those unruly waves of hers, nor get onu 
of them into the ideal shape, if wo wait 
for a thousand years. 

While wo are ou this subject we will 
treat our readers to another quotation 
showing the superiority of Nature over 
Art. It will sound familiar to our read- 
ers, but they will be none thu worse for 
seeing it again. It is this: "Consider 
the lilies of, the field, how they grow; 
they toil not, neither do they spin; and 
yet I say unto you that even .Solomon in 
all his glory was not arrayed like one of 
these." Wo can easily imagine some 
nisthetio Pharisee laughing scornfully at 
the Teacher who declared that the hum- 
ble lilies which he crushed under his 
feet were clothed with greater beauty 
than was the richest and the most mag- 
nificent of the kings of his nation. Vet 
what he said was Ood's truth. 

The Times essayist despises the park 
as nature left it, but we, without fear 
of contradiction, assert that if any land- 
scape gardener who understands his 
business were given the task of making 
a people's park out of such a piece of 
ground, lie would go about the work 
reverentially. He would not attempt 
to improve upon Nature. He would be 
■ areful to preserve all its natural beau- 
ties in their natural wihlness aud irre- 
gularity. When for the convenience of 
those wdio should frequent the park h 
was compelled to make alterations, he 
would use every device that his iugenu 
ity could invent to conceal their artifi- 
ciality. His first and great care would 
be to keep it as much as possible as be 
found it. It would be his boast thai 
llio citizen could in ten minutes' walk 
from his place of business, find himself 
in a nook as c|iiiet and as full of natural 
beauty as any grove or glade a bundrei 
miles from the capital. He would shud 
dor at the idea of flaunting his "im 
provemeilts" in the face of the visitors 
to the park and of forcing upon their at 
tention the artificiality of everything that 
the oye could rest upon. Ho wouldnoinoro 
think of making the park tlio composite 
thing — the mixture of race track, beer 
garden and fair ground that it is now 
being transformed into than ho Would 
of converting his drawing room into a 
curiosity shop. The Board of Alder- 
men may imagine that Blair's gridiron 
of roads, his mosquito-breeding lakelets, 
and his other improvements upon Na- 
ture are the perfection of good taste, but 
we can assure them that these improve- 
ments will gain for them the contempt 
of every man of good taste and true 
culture who may visit the deformed 
li n k. Wc lire thankful that tho park 
has attractions which their landscape 
gardener cannot spoil — tho glorious pros- 
pect of sea and mountain, tho noble 
trees which they deign to leave un- 
t niched, the springy turf, the cheering 
sunshine, and the refreshing breeze, so 
that in spite of all that the aldermen 
ire iloing to make it vulgar and tawdry 
it will be a pleasant place of resort. It 
night easily be made delightful, but 
i lie improver upon nature forbids. 



A BAD BEGINNING. 

The report of a meeting of the British 
lolutnbia Smelting Company, lately 
ield in London, will be found in another 
olunin. This report is not very pleas- 
int reading for a British Columbian. It 
hows how a promising and necessary 
nterprise came to grief through the 
iiismanagement of those entrusted with 
carrying it out. The establishment of 
melting works at Vancouver was hailed 
with pleasure by every one in British 
'olumhiu who was interested in the de- 
velopment of its mining industry. The 
roverninent of the province, and the 
corporation of theoity of Vancouver, were 
ready to give them substantial assistance 
.vlienovor they were placed in a 
losition to do steady and continuous 
vork. But the conditions under which 
lie aid was to bp extended were never 
idfilled. Those who began the undertak- 
ing wero unable to go on with it. Ex- 
ictly where the fault lay it is difficult 
it this moment to decide. The local 
manager and directors blame the direc- 
tors in Ungland, and the directors in 
Knglaud hold the local men responsible 
■ or the failure. It is to be hoped that 
lie enterprise will nut be allowed to fall 
the ground. The engineer on w hose 
report the directors have taken action, 
Relieves that when tin; works 
ire set properly to work they 
annot fail to bo successful. 
And it is not likely that he would say 
this without having good warrant fur 
making the statement. It is clear that 
the works are needed and that if this 
particular establishment is suffered to 
go down another will soon be raised in 
it* place. 

The want of success of the British 

Smelting Company must not be at- 
fributed to any defect of the country. 
The mineral resources of the province 
are known to bo very great, sufficient 
to keep many smelting concerns at 
work. British Columbia must not be 
blamed for the want of executive ability 
' ibitcd by the company. We trust 
will re-commence operations 
under more favorable auspices.

On© of the Many Pretty Lukes on 
Vancouver Island. 



Ilreerlptlve Account of Hie Clmrmloic and 
Beautiful Scenery to bo Blet with on 
h Trlii to this Spot. 



Of all theme parti of Vancouver Island 
where Nature can still bo viewod in her 
aboriginal beauty, and where the primeval 
forest can be soen in all its grandeur and 
magnificence, the shores of the Groat 
Cowitchati Lake certainly have tho most 
interest for Victorians, on account of 
the short timo and the comfortable man- 
ner in which they can be reached from 
the Capital. There are to begin with, 
about two hours' ride on tho E ifc N rail- 
way through icenery ever varying and 
charming in every variation, until the 
tourist reaches Duncan's, thonce lis may 
continue his journey by waggon and 
arrive tho same night, after having pas- 
sed over twenty ono miles of good forost 
road, at Doctor Dickson's new hotel, 
situated at tho entrance to the lake, or 
rather, oil the left bank of the river, a 
quarter of a milo from where it leaves the 
lako, Dr. Dickson's conveyance receives 
passengers as well as freight every second 
day, but those who are strong and active, 
and fond of a pedestrean tour will perhaps 
not mind, in case, they should miss tho 
waggon, making their way to the hotel 
on foot, since the road in dry weather is 
very good and nothing can give to the 
lover of nature a greater enjoyment than 
the walk through a forest such as that 
which, in one uninterrupted stretch, ex- 
tends from Duncan's to the Cowitchan 
Lake, or rather far beyond it, that is to 
say, entirely across the island until it 
reaches tho West Const. 

On leaving the Quaniichan Hotel, a 
well known stopping place for tourists, 
the railway track is crossed and a few 
hundred yards to tho loft, near the black- 
smith shops of the settlement, the forest 
road begins, leading for miles ill al- 
most direct line, and turning somewhat 
abruptly to the left, near Mrs. Skinner's 
farm, a point beyond which there are no 
further sudden curves until its terminus. 
For about nine miles, especially in the 
beginning, the forest is here and there 
broken by clearings of a greater or losser 
extent and tho eye beholds occasionally a 
log cabin or a farm house, and tho oar 
hears tho bells of grazing cattle or tho 
merry call of a rooster in the diitance, 
whioh reminds one that civilization has 
already .begun and will soon ehange the 
face of 

LEVEL TRACTS Or THE COUNTRY 

by transforming the grand but lonoly 
sylvan scenery into a landscape where 
meadows and rich cornfields, vary with 
productive orchards and attractive flowGr 
gardens. Agreeablo though such a charge 
may be, those who leavo the town in or- 
der to drink health from the bosom of 
nature, will not regret that this change 
han not yet been accomplished, for the 
most lovely rural scenery cannot give the 
same satisfaction to those who long for 
rest from the noise and bustle of the city, 
*s peace and silence which dwell in the 
depth of the lonely wood, where an at- 
mosphere of quietude pervades all. ex- 
cluding everything that jars on the over- 
strained senses. 

Nine miles from Duncan's all that re- 
minds us of man and his works, is left 
hehind for even the forest road bogine 
here to look at if it wore a mere natural 
passage through tho >rood and has done 
little to change tho original aspect of the 
landscape, though it has done much to 
make the journey comfortable. 

Gigantic trees, nich as are met with 
only in British Columbia and a few equal- 
ly favoured spots of the world, rise on 
both sides of the road and far beyond 
where the eye reaches, for miles and 
miles ; and column after column rises 
to heaven, which together form innumer- 
able aisles, supporting a canopy of ever- 
green, which Beoins almost as distant 
from earth as the canopy of the sky itself; 
while tho ground is covered with graceful 
ferns and undergrowth giving to this 
tomple of the woods a floor, that in 
beauty rivals tho mysterious charm of the 
ceiling and lofty colonades ot tho moss- 
grown and bark-oovered stems. No 
sound is heard far and near, oicopt from 
time to time, tho melancholy cry of the 
eagle, or here and there, near the water 
coursos, tho scolding shrieks of tho blue- 
jay as henngrily expresses his displeasure 
at the during of tho intruder, Occasion- 
ally also the silence is broken by tho 
chattering of the squirrel that climbs up 
swiftly into the higher branches of the 
fir or cypress in order to gratify, from a 
•afor outlook, its ourioaity with regard to 
man, who so rarely appears in this lonely 
rotreat of tho animals. 

The quietude of the woods is contagious 
and the tourist himself, though inclined, 
when first entering the forest, to converse 
aloud with his companion on the charms 
that surround him, gradually lets his 
voice sink to an undertone and finally re- 
lapses altogether into silence, enjoying 
tiio mysterious wonders through which 
ho passes, without commenting on them 
any longor in words, and stopping lightly 
as if in the halls of n sacred edifice, whero 
every tono sounds like profanation and 
where every noise in accompanied by a 
reproachful echo, which startles tho oar 
and rudely awakens nr. from our holy 
contemplations. 

Quite a change from the earnest heauty 
of the forest i:> the lovely mild scenery 
near tho banks of the river, whore, juat 
before reaching tho hank, it appears to 
I ho wanderer's eye, through tho branches 
of the overhanging alder and poplar trocs, 
or grouts his oar with tho merry babbling 
of itB waves, that leap in joyful bounds 
from rock to rock, and shako tlio foam 
from their green locks in playful sport. 

On reaching Dr. Dickson's place, the 
tourist sees the river juit preparing for 



its journey to the ocean, and ho will 
certainly not fail to linger thoro to bid it 
farewell beforo proceeding on his excur- 
sion round tho lake. Thoro will be 
accomodation for any number of tourists, 
in the future at the "Cowitchan Lake 
Hotel," for 

A NEW UU I LD1NC1 HAS BEEN ERECTED 

by the side of the hunting lodge which 
formerly offered but limited space to 
travellers, and tho present proprietor 
intonds, stocking Iub house with only first 
class articles so that the tourist will miss 
nono of tho town comforts, whon the 
hotel is completely finished. Tho situ- 
ation of the building, though perhaps 
not quite so attractive as it would havo 
been, wore it situated on the shoro of the 
lako, has the advantage of being shelter- 
ed from tho wind. Its surroundings will 
he greatly improved, when the traces of 
the clearings of the' soil have been re- 
moved, and when a garden and lawns 
have been laid out in tho front. Those 
who prefer making their headquarters on 
the lake, will havo an opportunity to do 
so, as there is a small log house, situated 
exactly at the beginning of the lake, 
about n quarter of a milo from the main 
hotel, and connected with it by a road. 
Thig building, which is owned by Dr. 
Dickson, it is his intention to furnish so 
that it can accomodate tourists who may 
then choose' between the lako and tho 
, river. 

The journey around the lake should bo 
distributed, if possible, over as pace of at 
least, from live to six days, for only thon 
will its charm bo fully appreciated, and 
since villages and settlements aro still 
wanting and may be wanting for many 
years to come, I will point out some of 
tho most preforable camping places along 
the shoro, for there is no district in Van- 
couver Island, whore camping out can 
have a greater attraction than on the 
shores of the Great Cowitchan Lako. 

When the tourist has hired his boat, 
lot him proceed, westward along the 
northern shoro of the South Arm or tho 
" Small Lake " as it is usually called. 
The best time for starting is undoubtedly 
at, or just bofore sunrise. The lake then 
is almost without exception calm and ro- 
nmina nearly quiet from the awakening 
of day, for four or five hours. Rowing 
in the morning, whon the air is still cool 
and fresh, and tho rays of tho sun have 
not yet bscuino oppressive, is a delight, 
which is groatly enhanced, as we glide 
along shorn and listen to tho bird voices 
that ono after other break forth from the 
bushes until finally a full orchostra greets 
us with a symphony in praise of the 
morn. 

Before reaching the " Small Lake," 
we row up the river for a short distanoe, 
where tho wator is so clear that evory 
pebble can bo distinctly soon from the 
bottom even whore tho river is tho doep- 
est. The lako begins almost impercep- 
tibly increasing in width as we proceed. 
The landscape on tho north shore is not 
especially attractive in consequence of the 
devastation made by forest fires amongst 
the fino trees of the forest, nor are the 
few huts, belonging to some Cowitchan 
Indians that wo soo at a short distanoe 
from the wator's odge oxactly picturesque, 
just as little as tho ugly shed which ono 
passes on tho opposite bank of the river. 

Future cultivation of the soil, will pro- 
duce quite a different picture and give a 
lovely soft foreground to the sterner 
mountain scenery in tho distance. For 
the present, however, we gladly hasten 
on, dwelling with admiration on the 
beauty that develops on the opposite 
shore, whore an imposing mountain 
hoight, hnB, as a foreground a magni- 
ficient cedar forest, with its rich and 
deep green foliage, fringed in some places 
with stretches of light green rushes that 
in the diatanoo look oxactly liko carofully 
kept lawns, and invito the tourist to laud. 
Often, too late, he discovers that the 
lawn was a docopsion, and disappointed 
in his expectation, ho has to look for a 
better approach to the forest. Tho shore 
that wo follow has sovoral soft bonds, 
not quite so prominent as those of the 
opposite shore, although tho latter, ap- 
pears at a distance, to run in a perfectly 
straight lino. It is not advisable to koop 
too close to the shoro to tho land when 
the lako is quiet, but to stuor directly 
toward a little island which stands out 
prominently in tho foreground, at a dis- 
tance of about five miles from the river 
and somewhat lens than half a mile from 
the shore, commanding

of tho whole south arm of the Oowichan 
Lako from the river to tho, so callod, 
"straits." To tho right of tho island a 
steep mountain rises, which, though its 
forest is not so beautiful as that of most 
of the lako mountains, is imposing on 
account of tho mighty masses of rocks of 
which it is formed, and which are mostly 
bare, or clothed only by some scattered 
lira or cedars. In sonioparta of tho moun- 
tain the pictuiosquo large leaved arbutus 
is seon, the red stem of which forms a 
tine contrast with tho dark foliage of tho 
tree itself or the still darker holly leaved 
barberries (borberia aquifoltrm) which 
thickly covers tho ground. In windy 
weather it is buttor to keop Oil the out- 
side of tho island, for on tho inside, near 
the island, just as on its eastern and 
western side, the water is vory shallow, 
and hides some sharp pointed rocks, 
while the shore of the mainland is rooky 
and inhospitable, constituting thus, a 
dangerous lee shoro. In lino woathor, 
however, it. is very enjoyable to glide 
along near the base of tho rocks, which 
in- some places rise horizontally to a con- 
siderable height and form a line contrast 
by their frowning aspect with tho mild 
beauty of the scene opposite, whore to 
the left a wide bay opens, behind which 
the graceful cones of tho mountains ex- 
tend inland, near tho little Hoar Lako, 
connected with tho bay by a short river 
course. After having passed tho island 
the eye perceives a few hundred yards 
from th* corner whom the itralts com- 
mence, a conspicuous pebbly beech, ex- 



oollontly adapted for a stopping place 
and fairly sholtored against, tho south 
west, the prevailing wind of tho lnko. 
Continuing our journey along shore, we 
see the nakod rooks of tho mountain des- 
cond at an anglo of 111010 than -to dogroos. 

Rounding this corner and turning to 
the right we ontor the straits which sep- 
arate tho south arm from tho main lake, 
and pass cliff after cliff, pioturesquely 
coloured in sonio parts with the brightest 
liU'SB by decomposed stones and ill othors 
with palo greonjor spot* of bronze colored 
moss, that givo quite a peculiar appear- 
ance to the landscape. On the opposite 
shoro, a few houses of sottlors aro soon, 
having as a back ground tho magnificent 
pines of the forost, which extends for a 
short distance fairly lovol and then rises 
up to tho mountains behind clothing thom 
to thoir very top. But soon tho land- 
scape changes, and whon tho last hut has 
disappeared, becomes also wilder and 
grander on tho opposite shore. Hoop- 
ing now fairly in the middle of tho straits, 
which is advisable, in rough weather, for 
uoithcr shoro has a secure landing place 
wo perceive at our loft sovoral conspicuous 
islets tho bases of wdiich formed of basal- 
tic trappoan rocks, rise black and dis- 
mal out of tho waters, while their tops 
are crowned by woid and grotesque look- 
ing pino trees, and patches of bright green 
and yellowish moss, the wholo having an 
almost artificial aspect and looking liko 
stage decorations in a theatre, an etfoct 
which is mainly due to the fact tint is- 
lands and trocs lack roundness and havo 
the appearance of being made of paste 
board. This paste board appearance is 
quite peculiar aod characteristic of nearly 
all tho objects that riso in the immediate 
foreground of tho steep mountain shores 
forming the " straits " and has a charm 
all its own. Whon tho end of tho straits 
is reached tho Great Lake with its beauti- 
ful forest clad mountains and shores opens 
up almost in its entire length to thoviow, 
point after point of land jutting out on 
both sides an far as tho eye can reach. 
Bonding our courso tow tho right, we 
soon perceive in the distance toward the 
north wost a grand saddle shaped moun- 
tain which looks as if situated at the end 
of the lake, though it is, in fact, many 
miles away and forms an imposing back 
ground to tho landscape. Continuing our 
journey wo see right opposite us n thickly 
wooded promontory, joined only by a 
Tory narrow neck of land with the main- 
land and looking exactly like an island. 
This promontory is situated on tho north 
side at the boginning of the " North 
Arm " of the lako, wdiich we now enter, 
keeping always close to the south shoro. 
The rooky and wild charactor of tho moun- 
tain on our right continues for a short 
time even after having passod fairly into 
this new arm of tho lako, but gradually 
tho forost growth becomes moro luxuriant 
the trees come down to the water's edge, 
and pebbly beachos invited us overy where 
to land. The forest soonory hero is mag- 
nifiaent. Great cypress or cedar trees 
with thoir lovely rich garlands of green, 
rise in one uninterrupted growth from 
the shoro to the mountain tops, and a 
foreground is formed in many parts of 
beautiful broad-leavod maples or magni- 
ficent aiders, wnile between tho atoms tho 
ground is soen covered with high ferns, 
and near the wator coursos with berry 
bushes of all kinds. 

Still more attractive, however, and 
similar in its characteristics, is the op- 
posite shore, and since tho north arm 
towards its eastern extremity is not es- 
pecially interesting, tho tourist will do 
wisely to cross over to the other side. 
After rowing for about a mile on tho south 
shore, ho will perceive at the first 
glance some

indicating the neighborhood of running 
water, and though such an appearance on 
on this lako is often deceptive during the 
hot summer months, and whero wo look 
for fresh fountains, wo often to our dis- 
appointment discover nothing but thoir 
dried up bods, yet in the present case the 
tourist will find that ho is not deceived, 
as on the north shuro of this arm of 
tho lake ho will diicovor sovoral small 
brooks of ice cold water which continuo 
to run all summer. On their banks, tho 
salmonborry, the black berry and horo 
and thoro the huckleberry grow luxur- 
iantly, so that tho neighborhood is excel- 
lently adapted for luncheon places, and 
even, if desired, for camping out, although 
wo would advise the tourist not to con. 
cludo his first day's journey until he reach- 
es Power Creek on the snmo shoro of tho 
Groat Lake, a fow miles further woBt. 

After havo rested for some timo on 
tho beach mentioned, lot us continuo 
our journey and proceed wostward along 
tho north shoro, gliding by the most beau- 
tiful forest nconory and in view of f-jraiid 
mountains on oithor side, and we will 
soon reach a small but doop bay, pass on 
the shore, a lonoly hut, almost, hidden 
by tho foliage, and, after having ro-wed 
by a small and uninteresting island, frin- 
ged with ritshoB and water lilios, wo ap- 
proach the peninsula previously mention- 
ed, which though vory attraotive and im- 
posing at a distance, proves, whon wo 
conio near it, to be an unattractive and 
rocky promontory with poor landing 
places, unsheltered and exposed to tho 
wost as woll as the oasl, wind and olothed 
somewhat with scrubby timber. Wo 
therefore round this point without 
lingering near it, and soon arrivejat places 
along tho shore of tho Great Lake whore 
the luxuriance of the forest growth equals 
that of tho north arm wo have just left 
behind US. A f tor a row of about two and 
a half miles from tho peninsula, wo seo a 
white beach ahoad of us, jutting out pro- 
minently at a point, whore the two shores 
of tho Groat Lake approach each other j 
and this beach, which is seen to bo of 
sonic extent as wo noar it, ia situated at 
tho mouth of Power Creek, a watercourse 
which during tho rainy season has con- 
siderable volume, although in summer 
its bed is dry for tho greater part, and 
running wator is not found until we hvae 
followed it<b»nk» forafew hundred yards, 



Nevertheless, tho mouth of Power Crook 
is a vory dosinble, and, as tho remnants 
of tent poles and pogs indicate, a very 
popular camping place for tourists and 
hunters on the largo lake, because 
amongst tho shade of beautiful alders and 
poplar troos and also nearer tho lake, 
there aro many spots where tho ground is 
lovol and dry and whero a tent can bepit- 
ohed with tho groatost oaso. The view of 
tho shoro across tho lake, with its high 
foreBt clad mountains and tho picturesque 
islands that appear further west, is from 
this point peculiarly attractive ; tho trout 
fishing horo is vory good, and grouse, deer 
and other ganio aro abundant, as they aro 
everywhere on thiB lake, so that the 
mouth of Power Creek is fittod for a pro- 
longed stay and well adapted for thu situ- 
ation of a homo, an advantage whioh 
seoins to havo boon recognised by an of- 
ficer of H. M. N., who as tho writer has 
boon informod, this summer (1889) in- 
tonds building on this part of tho lako a 
house. 

Continuing our journey along the 
shore westward wo roach tho finost part 
of tho north shore of the Great Lake, 
whore forest as woll as mountain scouery 
aro most imposing. Tho characteristic 
part of this north shore is to tho eyo, tho 
view of a fairly lovol, thickly wooded 
margin of lake shore, which for many 
miles forms tho foreground of tho high 
mountains rising in tho north and lcks 
liko a gigantic terrace coveted with rich 
pine forests, whilo tho mountains in the 
background being clothed with a similar 
forest, growth to their very tops have

and lack that formidable look, which 
mountains of the same hoight have, whon 
their tops aro baro and rooky. 

Tourists having abundance of time at 
their disposal, should not fail to land re- 
puatly on this portion of the lake, f«r 
wherever they go ashore, they will meet 
with sylvan scenory unsurpassed in any 
part of tho world. 

Ono of tho grandest spots is reached 
whon we have arrived almost opposite 
tho first island, which is seon across tho 
lako near tho other shore, a few hundred 
yards before we come to some lonoly 
rocks that rise conspicuously out of tho 
water which is here very shallow. 

Tho spot can be still bettor indicated by 
saying tint it is situstod just beyond a 
stretch of rushes, noar some magnificent 
largo loafod maple troes that cannot fail 
to attract the tourist's attention whoglidos 
along shoro in a boat. (The land belongs, 
to judge from tho posts marking it, to a 
certain Mr. Bremnor.) 

Here, an inviting boach induces us to 
land, and immediately after wo have done 
so, wo seo beforo us ono of the linoBt 
fir trees on the lako shoro blazed at the 
height of about six feet from the ground 
and surroundod as far as tho oye can 
reach by other trees of almost equally 
largod dimensoins. Those who have soon 
Gustav Dora's grand forest scene illustra- 
ting the well-known passage of the Flor- 
entine poet : 

" Net mezzo del cam in di nostra vita 
Ml ritrovni veil' unasolva oscurn etc' 

cannot help being struck by the great 
similarity between the painting and 
the scene before them, only that Naturo 
in her work has surpassed here, evon the 
gigantio imagination of the French painter. 

Tourists who are fond of hunting, will 
hero have a good oppurtunity, since the 
ground between the high trees is almost 
entirely free from underbrush, thus ren- 
dering a noiseless progress possible, 
tho ferns which cover the ground offering 
no impediment to stalking ; while a better 
camping place than that in front, or in 
the neighborhood of the large blazed tree, 
can hardly be found anywhere on tho 
lako, especially since there is a brook, 
flowing all summer long, scarely two hun- 
dred yards westward from it. The only 
disadvantage of this locality, asa camping 
ground, is the great number of mosquitoes, 
which aro very troublesome during tho 
oarly hours of tho morning and toward 
sinisct, and which, though met with sIbo 
on other parts of tho lako shoro seom to 
havo their headquarters here. 

Six or seven miles further wost, at a 
point almost opposite to the most pro- 
minont group of islands near the south- 
ern shore, we moot again with a dried 
up river bed, the locality resembling 
somewhat in character that at Power 
Creek, and an abundant growth of shady 
alder, cotton and willow trees invites us 
to rost here ovornight. 

The nest advisable stopping place is 
the mouth of Arauoin Creek, as it is cal- 
lod on tho charts, a spot whioh is easily 
discerned, as it is only two or throe milos 
from the further end of the lake and 
a most desirablo placo for tourists fond 
of sport, since tho fishing in the lake at 
this point is particularly good, duoka, 
grouse, deer and othor game are met 
with in abundance. There is a log cabin 
situated on this creek n few hundred 
yards from its mouth, belonging, with the 
land on which it stands to a certain Mr. 
Hutohinson. 

Tho north shore, as we approach tho 
end of the lake, beyond Amuein Creek, is 
not especially interesting since tho forost 
treeB are not of tho largest and the scen- 
ory in soinowhat tamo until wo reach tho 
extreme western end of tho lake. Here 
again, a magnificent forost extends from 
tho lake shore in a westerly direction in- 
land, on both sides of the trail loading to 
the Nitiuat Lako, which is only somewhat 
over twolvo miles south west from tho 
Oowichan Lako, and extends almost to 
shores of the Pacific Into which its waters 
How through a short crook. 

Having passod tno western bend of the 
(heat Lako wc soon reach on its southern 
border, a stretch of forest, which by its 
beauty must delight every eyo, for here 
tho "Thuja Gigantioa" can bo seen in all 
its splendor. Eight or nine miles east- 
ward two islands come in Bight, both very 
small, one of thom scarcely larger than 
a good sited rook. Toward those islands 
a ve»y

juts out, forming the ontranoe to a small 
but deop bay whioh is excellently shelter- 
ed from tho south west wind and offers a 
good retreat in stormy weather. The for- 
ost continues to be luxuriant and fine all 
along tho southern shoro of tho Groat 
Lake until the broad pebbly bed of an- 
othor creek is reached, whioh can be re- 
commended as a camping placo, especially 
as on the view from this point is very 
beautiful, and one part of the beaoh is al- 
so woll sholtered from the wind. 

Going some miles further east, we pass 
a group of five islands the neighborhood 
of which is one of tho most attractive on 
the lako. The largest island would bo a 
good plaoe to make a prolonged stay, for 
thoao who wish to explore the easily ao- 
cessiblo forost near the shore of tho lake. 

A fow miles furthor two more islands 
aro passed and whon we have reached the 
rooky point almost opposite Power Creek, 
wo willdiscovora narrow stretch of beaohbe- 
hind whioh thore is another bit of forost 
scenery as grand, and a hunting ground 
as desirable, as oven the most fastidious 
tourist can wish. Remnants of former 
camps show that the advantage of this 
placo has not been overlooked by 
former tourists and when the lake is quiet 
and tho weather fair it is advisable to 
stop here. In bad weather, however, 
and when a strong south-west wind is 
blowing tho locality is not desirable, as it 
is too much exposed to that wind. 

About three miles from this point, the 
" straits " are again reached and there is 
no furthor landing plaue bofore we reaoh 
the houses of settlers previously mention- 
ed. Since, however, the beautiful forest 
which clothed tho shore for many milos 
beyond has this summer been ruthlessly 
disfigured by forest fires, of which, un- 
fortunately there have been many on dif- 
ferent parts of tho lake, to tho great dis- 
appointment of the lovor of nature in hor 
pure state, tho tourist will not be tempt- 
ed to land. 

A short excursion might, perhaps, be 
made into tho bay opposito the island, 
and to the small lako, called Bear Lake, 
which is couneoted with the South Arm 
of the Cowichan Lake, by means of a 
very short rivor. Bear Lake is more int- 
eresting on|account of its secluded position 
than for its boauty. Some houses aro 
erocted on its shore and it is reported 
that good fishing is to be had on tho lake. 

After having loft Boar Lake, tho tour- 
ist may continuo his journey eastward 
for about three miles, since the shore of- 
fers no attraction whatever, and looks in- 
hospitable on account of the rude 
attempts at clearing made in various 
parts. Should these attempts be follow- 
ed by actual clearing and by cultivation, 
for which thore is certainly sufficient in- 
ducement in so tine a neighborhood, the 
aspectwillbeaquite different one. As it is, 
however, the traveller will look upon tho 
scene with regret, sinco it offers so apt an 
illustration of Lord Byron's words 
"Man marks tho earth ruin." About 
three miles beforo we again reaoh tho 
river, we pass along a bend of the shore, 
whore we find lively scenery and a growth 
of cypresB and cedar, surpassed aowhere 
on the lake in beauty, and distinguished 
from most of the points mentioned pre- 
viously by the soft mossy ground found 
amongst the trees in many places and es- 
pecially on the part which lies almost op- 
posite to tho Indian huts on the north 
shore. This scene is a fitting epilogue to 
the poem of nature called the " Cowi- 
chan Lake," tha harmony of which will 
long linger i«-oui memory wnen we have 
taken our fare well and returned to 
the town. 

The beauty of tho lake scenery, is cer- 
tainly Biilficient to induce tourists to visit 
this charming part of Vancouver Island, 
and it is to be hoped that in a timo not 
far distant the E. & N. railway will run 
excursion trains to Duncan's Station at 
roduced fares, and that some enterprising 
capitalist will place a steamer upon tho 
lake, thus enabling tourists to make tho 
round trip in a fow hours. This enterprise 
could not fail to pay, when tho attractions 
of the lako aro unco known, and with 
good hotels on either end, nothing moro 
enjoyable could bo imagined than a short 
holiday excursion from Viotoria to Cowi- 
chan Lake.

Tho Hercules who Is istonlshlne; the Public 
In London, England. 

There are many Delilahs,-but only one 
Samson, and he is performing at the 
Royal Aquarium at present, where his 
feats of strength are certainly of an ori- 
ginal and marvellous oharacter. The 
spectator as he watches feels that it is 
better to be friendly with suoh a man ; 
with a blow of his fist he breaks an iron 
ohain that will bear a pressure of 3,000 
pounds. With his two hands grasping a 
short ohain of 2,500 pounds ascertained 
pressure, he make a momentary effort end 
pulls the iron chains to bits, and in what 
seems the most wonderful feat — namely, 
fastening two tight iron chain braoelets 
or armlets round his bioeps — the specta- 
tor may view tho process from boginning 
to end. Ono hears tho strong man take 
a long breath, sees the muscles of his arm 
growing bigger and bigger, the cords of 
his neck swelling with the sustained effort, 
his faoe crimsoning, and then, in tho sil- 
ence, those nearest the stage can hoar a 
curious little sundering snap ; it is tho 
double chain armlet that has broken and 
that the next second falls ringing to the 
floor. When Samson's fist is olenohed 
and he is ready to strike the measure- 
ment of his upper arm round biceps and 
triceps is 19$ inches, which, we may oasu- 
ally remark, is considered a tolorable 
waist for a young lady. 

Among somo of tho minor feats — if 
bucIi displays can bo called minor — Sam- 
son took a penny pieco from one of the 
audience and at one trial bent it with his 
fingers as one may bend a railroad ticket, 
held it up to view for a second and then 
deliberately broke it half and returned 
tho pieces to the owner, A very little 
practice will convinoe amateurs of tho 
hopelessness of breaking pennies with 
finger and thumb. The strong man next 
bent a four- foot iron gas pipo round his 
neck and cheerfully straightened it again 
by repeated blows on his lelt arm, such 
arm being for the nonce a species of an- 
vil.

Sho was In lovo with hoi 
art. Music was the <" .y thing that re- 
alized her ideal. Sho looked upon men, 
the littlo sho saw of them, as pleasant 
companions, that wns all. Music had 
s tisfled her longing" 1 up to this time, 
nnd Aunt Rebecca Itn ' Instilled into her 
mind tho idea that n" " were n delusion 
and a snaTe; that her art was tho only 
thing upon which she could rely. 
"Tho more you do for men, tho moro 
you may do," said f'»at wiso woman; 
"but tho moro you do for art, tho more 
art will do for you. Dou't tell mel I 
haven't lived all these ynars among men 
for nothing.

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POUNDS OF GOLD. 

The Urgent mass of golrl ever 
cait in ono lump whs turned 
out. lit the mint in Helena, Mt. 
In nhape it is a section of a pyramid, tho 
bate being 18x17$ inches, tho height 7Jr 
inches, the top surface ITx'l inches. Its 
weight, is 6,946 ounces, or about ,i00 
pounds avorpupois. Its value is a trifle 
over $100,000. The bullion came from 
the Spotted Horse, Drum Luminou and 
Jay Gould mines. The largest crucible 
made would hardly hold the enormous 
charge, and, with tho hottost furnaces, 
it, took a hmg time to melt the precious 
metal. Sir men were encaged in the 
task, and after eight hours'* work tho 
mas* was finally successfully poured into 
11 large mould, and tho largest gold brick 
in the world was oast, ft took all night 
to cool, ami even at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing it was still warm. It was shipped to- 
day via Montana Central and Manitoba 
railways, to bo placed in exhibition at 
the Minneapolis exposition. As soon as 
the exposition is over the brick will bo 
placed on exhibition in New York. Even 
while it remains in its present shape, inf- 
est on the money it contains will amount 
to thousands of dollars. The gold is tho 
proporty of tho Montana National bank. 
It is to be the center piece of the mineral 
monument which will bo placed on ex- 
hibition at. Minneapolis and Now Y'ork. 
The display will consist of four bars of 
lead for the base of tho monument, four 
bars of copper for the second course, four 
bars of silver for the third, on the top of 
the whole to rest the £100,000 gold bar, 
and the monument will be surrounded 
by specimens of quartz and ore from all 
parts of Montana. 



FOUND WITH A SHIRT. 

An extraodinary evidenco of tho reason- 
ableness of an old-timo superstition was 
given hero recently whon the body of a 
young man who had been drowned was 
was found by placing one of the deceased's 
shirts on the water's- surface and follow- 
ingit in a boat until it sank. The young 
man's name was Ryan, and ho was 
drowned while bathing in the Nodaway 
river with several acquaintances. Ryan 
got out of his depth, and was drownod 
boforo any of the more accomplished 
swimmers could get to his assistance. 
The alarm was given, but it was some ' 
hours before search could be made .for 
tho body. 

After every effort had been made by 
dragging and diving it was suggested to 
throw tho shirt ho had on just before ho 
wont into tho water. Noar the same 
place a man was drownod and his body 
had been found by the samo experiment. 
The custom require* that the shirt he 
thrown in about where the drowned one 
entered the stream. Agreeably to cus- 
tom, Mr. Taylor, a resident of the neigh- 
borhood, spread out the shirt with the 
bosom downward and tho arms stretched 
out on the water, and let it float on 
down tho stream as it would. He follow- 
ed slowly aftor it in a skiff. After the 
shirt had floated along for about 100 
feet it suddenly sank plumb down. The 
man hurried with the skiff and was close 
by whon tho last vestige of the garment 
was scon. Then he stopped aud felt 
down with a long polo right aftor tho skirt 
and touched the body with the end of 
tho polo. Ho told tho Globe- Democrat 
correspondent that his skiff rested almost 
over tho body, and that he lot pole follow 
right down by tlio side of the skill', touch- 
ing the body almost immediately. This 
was said in tho presence of several oye- 
wibnesses, who corroborated his statement.

Fox, the British Minister: Ucnornl 
Scott, Secretary Marry and a score of 
famous men played poker in those tunes. 

President Tyler was fond of "loO," and 
often made up a game at the White House, 
and played all day. The stakes were never 
large, but Mr. Tyler was just as happy us if 
he won hit thousands At one timo Genera] 
Scott, Henry Clay, Mr. Fox and Count 
Brodisco entered into compact to play whist 
once n week all winter, and the stake every 
night wasi'100. 

They played a matched game. Scott and 
the old Russian against Clay and the En- 
glishman They wero evenly matched, but 
Clay and Pox came out ten games ahead 
Scott's loss was said to be as much ns fl,200 
in this little social nmusenient. Old Thud.

He didn't hesitate to go into the 
worst, gambling resorts to get bis sport 
He played with frigid quiet and coolness, 
and in the course of his play kept up a cod 
slant fire of brilliant conversation Probn 
bly there are not twenty llvo men now m 
Congress who are at all given to card play 
ing.

HOW SAFES ARE BROKEN. 

An Authority In Iluritlary Given a Fuw In 
•truutlvo 1'ulnts. 

Tho Boston Herald Rives an interesting 
account, by a Pittsburgh authority in tho 
burglar's art: 

There aro In this country just about an 
even score of men whom no bankivault or 
Bafo, however strong, can resist. To reas- 
sure society, I will say that more than liulf 
of these ure safe behind prison burs. Safe- 
breakers have more than kept pace with 
improvements In safes, including time locks, 
chilled steel chests of eight or nine thick- 
nesses and electric protective attachments. 
Their tools uro mudo by some of the finest 
mechanics and inventive geniuses of the 
world. A full kit of tho most upnroved 
modern safe-worker's tools costB about 
15,000. 

The modorn safo burglar is an exceeding- 
ly keen, intelligent man. Ho cun open a 
safe having all tho modern improvements 
in from ton minutes to two hours without 
the aid of explosives, and by only slightly 
defacing it. Hometiuics ho 'loaves scarcely 
a mark. 

A first class modorn safo, whether large 
or small, generally has double outside and 
inside doors, with a steel chest in the bot- 
tom, forming really a safe within a safe, 
the insldo one being tho stronger. The 
outside) door is usually either "stuffed" or 
"skeleton." Tho inside ono is made of 
eight or nine sheets, of different temper, of 
the finest steel. These sheets are bolted 
together with conical bolts, having left- 
hand threads, after which tho heads of the 
bolts are cut off, leaving what is virtually 
a solid piece of steel, which no drill can 
penetrate. The best locks aro of tho com- 
bination type, with time-lock attachment. 
In both cities and towns safes containing 
the most valuables have un electric alarm 
attached. Any tampering with it will com- 
municate the fact to tho owners or the 
safe's guardian, which in cities is either an 
electric protective bureau or a central po- 
lice statiou. Weeks, and sometimes even 
months, aro spent in putting up a job o( 
magnitude, and often a number of smaller 
jobs aro done to carry out one where the 
proceeds may run up into the tens of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Keys are littedto every door which stands 
between the street and the bank vault by 
means of a thin sheet of brass, as near a"- 
possible the sumo size as tho keyhole, and 
covered with a thin coat of carbon, which 
may bo applied with a match. A dozen en- 
trances may have to be made to the bunk 
before it is finally robbed. A key is fitted 
first to tho outor door. This course is 
continued until keys are had of every 
door leading to the vault. Having the 
watchman and officials of the hank down 
lino, one of the hist things to do is to select 
a favorable night 

Then tho bank burglar proper appears. 
He has usually three assistants. Tho gang 
never appears until tho night of tho rob- 
bery, and then not till eleven or twelve 
o'clock. If there is a watchman, his habits 
and disposition have been carefully noted, 
and. having access to the bank by keys, ii 
is an easy matter to surprise and ovorpow 
er biin. A "crow" is next planted outside, 
or in an upper window, if there bo ono, to 
give none,', hy means of signals or a cord 
reaching to the workers, of tho approach of 
patrolmen or chance passers-by. A regu- 
lar code i f signals is used, telling when to 
cease operations and seek cover, and when 
to resume work. 

Next is brought into usothe simplest am- 
yet strongest and most complete tool fo 
the purpose. It is six inches in length and 
two inches in diameter at one end, tapering 
to nothing at the other. It is pear-shaped, 
and a thread extends from end to end. It 
is made of Mllohet's tool stool, the host in 
the world. A second wedge-shaped tap 
works inside this tool. When this tap is 
screwed homo it exerts a spreading force of 
many tons. This tool, "the persuader," is 
inserted in the most minuto crack or drill 
hole, and, properly blocked at the right 
time, will force the strongest safe door open 
with a sound no louder than an ordinary 
lire-cracker will make. Tho outer and 
inner doors open, if there be a time lock on 
the chest, a small dynamite cartridge is 
placed opposite, a detonating fuse lighted 
and the outer door closed. Tho jarring 
caused by the explosion, which makes a 
noise scarcely as loud as a pistol shot, dis- 
arrange the works of the time lock, which 
runs dove 1 nnd is useless, the cluck running 
down with exactly a clock's sound when it 
is doing tiie same. The heavy outer door ol 
the vault being closed, scarcely an audible 
sound reaches the street, 

When drilling is necessary a light, com 
pact machine, which hts the combination 
dial plate, and which rapidly drills a small 
hole above the water rim of the combination 
dial plate, is used. A small steel broach is 
then inserted and he combination knob 
turned until tho tumblers are brought into 
position, thus permitting the "dog" or bar 
to drop. A turn of the handle shoots the 
bolts buck and tho door swings open. 

If tho operators 11 nd on entering the vault 
that the steel chest is an improved one, the} 
then proceed to "strip" it. Sheet aftei 
sheet, is taken off until the works are ex 
posed. Tins is done by using' a "crow," 
which is sectional— that is, it may bo ex 
tended or contracted, as may be necessary 
To un ordinary observer the "crow" looks 
like the bar which holds tho "manhole" 
plate of a steam boiler in place, and is 
worked on precisely the same principlr, 

Should it be necessary to "wedge" a safe 
open, a modified form of the old "drug" is 
used. It is a light but rigid and strong 
steel bar, sectional, as to suit different 
sized safes, and for ease in transportation, 
which clamps the outer side of tho safe. 
Through the bar is run a screw-threaded 
bolt, with a ball joint at ono end for a re 
cciving wedge. Un the other end is worked 
a railroad wrench, used by track bands foi 
tightening rails, and which can be procured 
from any railroad section-house. Witt 
wedging and blocking, no doer can resist 
this instrument. Sometimes a mlniatun 
railroad "jack," such as engineers carry, is 
substituted. A heavy cleat is firmly fust 
enedin proper position and placed on the 
lloor. The wedge in tho crack, the '-jack'' 
in place, the result is but a uuestiou of time.

morning. It is not for nothing that so many 
thousands have felt toward Scott a deep 
personal gratitude, which few, if any, other 
writers of English fiction have ever awak- 
ened.

A meeting of the shareholders of the 
above company was held at Winchester 
House yesterday, Mr. William John- 
stone Steele presiding. 

At the time appointed for holding the 
meeting only one shareholder had put 
in an appearance, but some time after- 
wards several others straggled in, until 
at about ten minutes after the hour ap- 
pointed they numbered some half- 
dozen. Soon afterwards the chairman 
made bis appearance, accompanied by 
one director, and apologized for the ab- 
sence of Mr. James and Mr. Birkin, 
other directors, and also the secretary, 
Mr. Tullis, remarking that at present 
they w ere badly oil' for officers, and that 
he would have to do all the business 
himself, 

The chairman read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting, and afterwards said 
that it would, no doubt, be in their rec- 
ollection that about March 20th they 
held a private meeting of the principal 
shareholders in order to lay before them 
the state of the company's allairs up to 
that date, and after hearing what the 
directors had to lay before tbein, the 
shareholders unanimously resolved upon 
the dismissal — 1 

Mr. W. H. De Wolf— Not unani- 
mously. 

The chairman proceeded to say that 
the shareholders dismissed Mr. Licorge 
lie Wolf and the other manager. The 
board immediately telegraphed to Van- 
couver ordering the dismissal of these 
ollieers. In consequence of that it was 
decided to shut down the works anil 
mines and discharge all t he employes 
except the local secretary and caretakers 
at the mines ami works. It was also 
deemed advisable at the same time to 
obtain without delay an expert's report 
on the whole position of allairs, and on 
the recommendation of Mr. .Johnson, of 
i Nottingham, one of the largest ahare- 
i holders of the company, to whom he 
was personally known, Mr. (.'. A. Jud- 
kius of Leadville, Colorado, was re- 
quested by lie- board to proceed to Van- 
couver and report upon the smelt 
mine and the works, wi 
to make any recommendations or sug- 
gestions concerning the same. It wus 
a very lengthy report that that gentle- 
man had sent them, a thorough Inspec- 
tion of the company's properly, und lie 
thought it would lie too much to read in 
extenso. If the shareholders wished, the 
directors would have it printed or type- 
written and cireuhitedaiiioiigattlia share - 
holders. From the accounts it appeared 
that when the company started there 
were C23,oS0 sharefl fully paid up, and 
that since then £7,400 had been bor- 
rowed from the bank of Vancouver, so 
that the funds which the company had 
had to deal with amounted to £30,980, 
which had all 'or nearly nil been spent. 
The bank holds the lands of the com- 
pany us security for the loan, and had 
now given notice ol fori closure, so that 
by the Kith of the present month this 
sum must be met, I the bank would 
not give any extension of time, or else 
the company would simply lose its pro- 
perty. The chairman then detailoil the 
various items of expenditure, showing 
how, in about a year, the whole work- 
ing capital of tho company had been 
squandered, one of (he items being CNII7 
for a Huntingdon mill, and 6240 cus- 
tom money paid for its landing, beside:; 
the cost of conveyance, and which, on 
being erected, was found to bo unsuit- 
able for the work. The milling plant 
had cost them altogether £1,870, and 
the mill had since been sold for some- 
thing over £G00, which was the reserve 
price put upon it. The other 
capital had been spent in local 
directors' tecs, plant and machinery, 
the purchase of the various properties 
of the company, and the development 
of the mines, No work had been done 
for some mouths past, and the directors 
wished to know from the shareholders 
what had bettor be done. But be 
would, before proceeding further, read 
to them the summary ot Mr. Judkuis' 
report. Concluding his report that 
gentleman said: "To summarize, I will 
briefly state that 1 find you have a
